Placement  in  Employment  - To  assist  in  obtaining  employ- 
ment cesranensurate  with  clients  skills  and  abilities, 

Follow-Up  After  Placement  - To  make  any  necessary  adjust- 
ments or  service  to  insure  satisfactory  continued  employ- 
ment.

Residents  of  Pennsylvania  suffering 
from  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  frcm 
tuberculosis. 

HOW  DOES  ONE  OBTAIN  HELP? 

Referral  by  a physician,  hospital  or 
health  agency.  Referring  physicians  will 
receive  reports  of  findings  and  recom- 
mendations from  tuberculosis  clinics. 

WHAT  SERVICES  ARE  PROVIDED? 

1.  X-RAY  SURVEYS 

Chest  X-ray  surveys  are  con- 
ducted through  the  joint  ef- 
forts of  the  Division  of  Tu- 
berculosis Control  and  the 
local  affiliates  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Tuberculosis  and 
Health  Society,  These  surveys 
are  accomplished  in  counties 
and  municipalities  where  the 
greatest  tuberculosis  problem 
exists.  Community  surveys  are 
also  scheduled  to  provide  as- 
sistance in  the  follow-up  of 
reactors  and  associates  of  re- 
actors discovered  in  School 
Tuberculin  Testing  Projects. 

Special  X-ray  surveys  will  be  accom- 
plished, when  indicated,  for  the  fol- 
lowing: 

a.  W'elfare  recipients, 

b.  High-risk  groups,  includ- 
ing persons  afflicted  with 
pnemoconiosis, 

c.  Older  age  groups,  particu- 
larly individuals  60  years 
of  age  and  over,  and  guests 
of  homes  for  the  aged  and 
convalescent  nursing  homes. 
V/hen  feasible,  these  sur- 
veys will  be  coordinated 
wj.th  community  surveys, 

d.  Special  groups  who  are  known 
to  have  been  in  close  con- 
tact with  newly  diagnosed 
active  tuberculosis  cases.

Services  are  provided  as  a insult  of  individual 
requests,  investigations  initiated  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  or  referral  by  private 
physicians,  hospitals  or  other  agencies.  Services 
are  vdthout  cost  to  the  patient  and  an  appoint- 
ment system  used  for  scheduling  clinic  visits. 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are,  also,  operated  by  the 
Philadelphia,  Allegheny,  Bucks,  Erie  and  AUen- 
town-Bethlehem  Health  Departments.

Tuberculosis  patients  fran 
Philadelphia  and  Allegheny  Counties  should  be 
referred  to  the  Philadelphia  or  Allegheny 
County  Health  Departments.  Tuberculosis 
patients  from  Bucks,  Erie  and  the  Allentown- 
Bethlehem  Departments  of  Health  should  be 
referred  to  the  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Tuberculosis  Control.

An  eligible  handicapped  individual,  or  responsible 
individual( s)  is  required  to  pay  all  or  part  of  the 
cost  of  vocational  rehabilitation  to  the  extent  his 
financial  status  indicates  ability  to  do  so;  how- 
ever,  if  it  is  determined  he  cannot  participate  in 
the  cost,  the  Bureau  will  provide  all  of  the  services 
deemed  necessary  to  prepare  and  place  him  in  employ- 
ment. 

6.  PHYSICAL  RESTORATION  - To  aid  in  correcting  or 
substantially  reducing  a disability  as  a job 
handicap.
